“ All of those things are essential, 


but not the most essential. 
The chief 
thing in Christian citizenship is to be 


a Christian so that you can be dis­ 
tinguished 
from the 
non-Christian. 


The Christian citizen must be interest­ 
ed in more than the m aterial things. 


He must apply the laws of God to gov 
ernment. 


“ The first principle of Christian 


citizenship is to recognize the fact 


that all government is from God. The 


next principle is that government is 
responsible to God. 


“ The third principle is that govern­ 
ment exists in the moral sphere of 


the government of God and He has 
appointed Christ to be the ruler of 


nations. 
I might go into history to 


show how Christ has dominated n a­ 
tions. 


“ The fourth prineple is that God’s 
word is final in all questions of gov­ 


ernment. 
The fifth is that forgiv­ 
eness for national sins is to be ob­ 


tained c»nly through Jesus Christ, be­ 


cause He is the only mediator be­ 


tween God and man. 
The National 


Reform association maintains a man 


should not be a Christian in his home 
life and go to hell in politics. 


“ The sixth principle is that the 
Christian nation is an ideal one. 
The 


National Reform association declares 
that union of church and state is not 


wTiat is wanted, but the union of 


state and religion.

New York, Ja n. 20. — Reports that 
Brother Ira Barnes Dutton had died 
at Molokai, among the Hawaiian lep­ 
ers, whom he had nursed for twenty- 
six and a half years, caused great sor­ 
row among thousands who have read 
the remarkable story of his life of mar­ 
tyrdom and brought grief to the heart 
of Dr. Prince A. Morrow', a noted der­ 
matologist, the only man in this city 
who ever visited him in liis exile. 
Ever since Brother Dutton succeed­ 
ed to the work of Fa ther Damien, fa­ 
mous as the head of the Hawaii leper 
colony, he has written at frequent in­ 
tervals to Dr. Morrow concerning his 
observations 
of 
patients 
under 
his 
care. 
All were painstaking communi­ 
cations and contained much informa­ 
tion which the physician says has been 
of much value in studying the baffling 
disease. 
The cables said that Brother Dutton 
had died a leper, hut Dr. Morrow de­ 
clined to discuss the possibility of the 
accuracy of the report. 
“ I have been Brother Dutton’s con­ 
fidant for many years,” said Dr. Mor­ 
row', “and cannot speak of anything 
bearing on this subject. 
If the report 
of his death is confirmed, I may have 
a statement to make.” 
Mons. J. Freri, director general of 
the Society for the Propagation of the 
Faith, which has headquarters in this 
city, formally announced the passing 
of Brother Dutton, “as reported by the 
London Ta blet.” 
“ We have no proof,” the monsignor 
said, “that he was suffering from lep­ 
rosy. 
In fact, only a few months ago 
I wrote to Bishop Boyenemas of Ha­ 
waii, that it had been reported that 
Brother Dutton had the disease, and 
he w'rote in reply that he had not. The 
bishop’s letter contained this state­ 
ment: 
‘Dutton is doing pretty wrell 
for his age. 
He is now' in his ’70s and 
show’s no signs of leprosy.’ ” 
“ Brother Dutton’s life reads like a 
romance, ’ sjfid Dr. Morrow'. 
“ He was 
a man remarkable for his ideals and 
remarkable for his accomplishments, 
f sawr him when I visited Molokai in 
18S9, and shall never forget the picture 
as he sat washing the feet of the lep­ 
ers who crowded round him and cut 
away the dead flesh of the patients. 
He was a man of distinguished ap­ 
pearance and was clean cut in every 
way. 
He believed thoroughly that he 
could be most useful in relieving the 
sufferings of humanity, and he wras. 
“ He has been doing for many years 
the work noobdy else would do. 
He 
has written many letters about his 
work with particular references to spe­ 
cific cases. 
I had been much interest­ 
ed in a theory of mine that the port of 
entry for leprosy was through 
the 
nose, and in his letters he said that all 
the Hawaiian lepers developed catarrh. 
He wrote me much about the sponta­ 
neous arrest of the disease in many 
patients and also gave me much valua­ 
ble information concerning the results 
of methods of treatment. 
He has been 
a faithful and most interesting corre­ 
spondent.” 
Brother Dutton came from a New 
England 
family of Methodists. 
He 
served through the civil w'ar with dis­ 
tinction, and w'hen the struggle was 
over he was appointed a government 
agent with headquarters at Memphis. 
Tenn. 
At Memphis he became an 
Episcopalian, and later espoused the 
Catholic faith.
